lessness of ene would cayise certain 
death to all, it 

The “Tanks”. are officially, ‘ships— 
Hiis Majésty’s land-ships | (“H.M.L. 
S.”). Fach one has its own distinc- 
tive’ name—“Daphne,” “Delisle,” 
“Cordon Rouge’—just like any ship 
of the sea. 

The crews, however; are -not sail- 
ors—they are soldiers, and first-class} 
ones too! They are specially select- 
ed for their job on account of their; 
litheness, their hardy pltysique, and 
--very important—their intelligence. 
Because of the restricted space in the} 
tanks big, heavy men are naturally | 
not desirable as members of their 
crews.
